The  Council  continued  with  its 

post-war  building  program© . The  number  of  post-war  houses 

ofo'etod  in  the  area  to  the  end  of  1957  is  641;  of  these  70 
wore  oroctod  during  the  year.  The  number  under  construction 
at  the  end  of  1957  being  33. 


Th©  factories  and  coal-mines 

of  the  adjoining  County  of  Glamorgan  absorb  the  majority  of 
our  work-people,  but  a number  arc  employed  in  factories  or 
work-places  within  th©  boundaries  of  this  Dural  District. 

The  work-people  in  the  more  agricultural  part  of  th©  District 
are  mainly  employ© d in  farming,  forestry  or  quarrying. 

The  h©alth  of  the  District 
during  the  year,  has,  on  th©  whole,  been  good.  No  out- 
breaks of  food  poisoning  have" been  notified  ami  there  has 
also  been  an  absence  of  any  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious 
diseases.  ‘Th©  majority  of  deaths  during  th©  year  Wore 
again  in  th©  higher  ag©  groups. 
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The  incidonco  . of  Puldonary 
Tuberculosis  haS"again  been  low  and  infectious  cascs 
have  promptly  boon  isolated  by  the  Chest  physicians  of 
the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board,  chiefly  at  the  Hardy 
Isolation  Hospital  and  at  CiriLa  Samtoriun,

TOPOGRAPHY. 


The  Rural  District  conpxisos  the  throe  parishes  of  Vayner, 
Pondcryn  and  Ystradfcllio,  in  the  County  of  Br.  con.  Tho 
Parish  of  Ystradf ollto , which  had  boon  adrxLm.sto.ee d by  tho 
Noath  Rural  District  Council,  was  added  to  this  Rural  Authority 
by  a Review  Order  of  April  1st.,  1934. 
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The  throe  Puxishos  comprised  in  this  Sural  District 
arc  of  considerable  extent.  The.  total  area  being  35,271 
acres,  or  over  61  square  riles,  with  an  average  length  of 
0 nilcs  and  a Yfidtli  of  about  12  riles.  They  arc  situated 
on  the  Southern  Boundary  of  the  County  of  Brecon,  and  adjoin 
the  districts  of  Heath,  Abordarc  and  Merthyr  Tydfil  in  the 
County  of  Glamorgan.  They  form  four  valloys  in  the  foothills 
of  the-  South  escarpment  of  the-  Brecknockshire  Beacons  with 
high  table-lands  between* 


The-  PAHISII  OP  VAYNOR  comprises  two  valloy-s  running- 
northwards  towards  two  spurs  of  the  Brecknock  Beacons,  and 
the  PARISH  OP  PENEHRYN  consists  of  high  table-land  adjoining 
and  emerging  towards  the  same  mountainous  area.  These  Rural 
Parishes  arc  only  separated  by  the  narrow  streams  already 
mentioned  from  the  County  of  Glamorgan,  and  the  important 
populous  Urban  Districts  of  Merthyr  Tydfil  and  Aberdaro  on 
the  South.  The  PARISH  OF  YSTRMDI^LTB  presents  similar 
physical  features  extending  from  the.  rugged  Van  Mountains 
to  the  north,  covering  a rough  hilly  table-land  intersected 
by  two  very  narrow  valloys  converging  towards  an  apex  at 
Pontnoathvaughan. 


HjWATIOK. 


The  district,  as  a whole,  is  at  a great  elevation  above 
sea  level,  varying  from  263  foot  to  no  loss  than  2,250  foot; 
it  will  be  realised  that  the  nearly  40,000  acres  contained 
in  the  area  includes  a considerable  amount  of  sparsely 
inhabited  mountain  land.  In  the  Parish  of  Vayner,  the  levels 
extend  from  645  foot  near  Cefn  Bridge  to  1,612  foot  at  T wyn-y- 
Croes  on  the  mountain  above  Cwm  Glais  . Pondcryn  parish 
presents  levels  varying  from  588  feet  at  Cynon  Bridgo,  Hirwaun, 
to  1,376  foot  at  the  top  of  Twyn,  Cadlan,  while  tho  Parish  of 
Ystradfcllto  contains  such  extreme  variations  of  level  as 
263  foot  at  tho  Bridge  at  Pontnoathvaughan,  and  2,250  feet 
near  tho  top  of  Fan  pawr,  which  is  partly  in  the  parish.

WATER  SUPPLY.  The.  district, 

which  has  several  supplies  of  piped  water,  has,  on  the  whole, 
been  satisfactorily  supplied  with  water.  Cofn  Cord, in  thr 
Vaynor  parish,  is  supplied  from  the.  mains  of  the  Taf  Fochan 
Water  Supply  Board,  as  is  the  greater  part  of  the  Vaynor  Parish. 
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In  the  Parish  of  Fender  yn, 
Hirwaun  is  supplied  by  the  mains  of  the  Aberdare  Urban 
District  Council.  At  P©nd©ryn,  the  water  is  pumped  from 
the  Cadlan  and  Ogof  Fawr  regions.  This  ^'supply  is  chlorinated 

at  the  Cadlan  pump-hous©  by  nfeans  of  a semL-  automatic 
apparatus  installed,  in  1944. 


During  the  year  1951,  an 
alternative  supply  from  the  Llygad  Cynon  Borehole  was 
connected  up  to  the  existing  mains  at  Pondcryn,  thus 
ensuring  a clean  and  wholesome  supply  of  water  during 
periods  of  drought. 


Pontneatlivaughan,  in  the 

Parish  of  Ystradf elite , is  supplied  by  the  mains  of  the 
Neath  Rural  District  Council.  Unfortunately,  however, 
the  upper  portion  of  the  Parish,  which  includes  the  small 
hamlet  of  Ystradf elite , a school,  and  some  45  scat to red 
farms,  has  no  main  piped  water  supply.  A schcmcThas  now 
been  proparod  to  provide  subsidiary  mains  connoctrd  to 
tile  existing  Meath  Rural  District  Council's  mains,  vfhich 
will  provide  a suitable  and  s satisfactory  supply  to  the 
farms  and  houses  in  the  Ystradf elite  area.  An  extension 
of  th©  Moath  main  will  also  provide  a supply  to  the  Colbren 
district  of  our  area. 


It  is  essential  that  a piped' 

supply  be  brought  into  these  areas  to  c-nsuro  that  a whole- 
some supply  of  water  be  available  to  milk  producing  farms, 
as  well  as  to  tho  farm  houses  and  cottages. 

During  the  year  samples  of 

water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination 
from  Council  mains  and  also  from  farms. 

DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

WORKS.  The  Council  has  provided  efficient  drainage  and 
sows  go  disposal  works  for  the  whole  area  with  the  exception 
of  tho  small  hamlet  of  Ystradfellte . The  disposal  of~ sewage 
from  the  Hirwaun  district  is  undertaken  by" the  Aberdare  U.D.C. 
under  a joint  scheme.  live  other  separate  systems  of  sewage 
disposal  are  operated  by  this  Council  throughout  the  area. 
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RERJSE  COLLECTION.  Refuse  is 
collected  in  tho  Cefn  Coed,  Hirwaun,  Trofo'cHan,  P ndnryrf  and 
Pont  no  athvaughan  district©  throe  times  a week twice  a weok 
at  Pontsticill;  and  once  a utnk  at  Ystradf elite. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL.  ~ During  the 

yoar  the  tipping  of  refuse  collected  in  the  area  at  Cilsanws, 
Cofn  Coed  and  at~thn  Upper  Pandy,  Hirwaun,  was'  abandoned  and 
tipping  of  refuse  coonericcd  at  Godro’r  Cord,  Cofn  Coed  and 
Trebanog,  Pondoryn.  The  tipping  of  refuse  continues  at 
Dinas  Bank,  Pontneathvaughan. 


Care  is  being  taken  to  onsuro 

that  the  rofuso  deposited  does  not  bo cone  a breeding  ground- 
for  vrrnin,  The  tips  are  regularly  visited  and  t re  a tod  when 
necessary. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES . There  arc 
no  slaughter-houses  in  the  Council’s  area.  All  neat  for 
Hunan  consumption  in  this  area  is  supplied  fron  tho  slaughter 
house3  in  adjoining  aroas. 

POOD  DRUGS  ACT,  1938.  A 
close  inspection  is  mad©  of  neat  and  other  foods  sold  in 
rotail  establishments  in  the  aroa.  Two  hundred  and  forty 
nine  visits  wore  made  to  butcher  shops,  food  retailors,  fried 
fish  shops,  ice  erran  prenisos,  cafes  and  public  houses  during 
the  yoar.

undo r the  Milk  & Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  The  Local  Authority, 
therefore,  have  no  control  over  the  inspection  of  these  promises 
other  than  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Regulations  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Acts.  The  Local  Authority  Is,  however,  responsible 
for  dealing  with  the  water  supply  to  these  farms  and,  "In  this 
connection,  the  ‘County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  has 
co-oprratod  in  endeavouring  to  supply  a piped  water  supply  to 
the  farms. 

- MILK  SAMPLING.  The.-  allk  produced" 

in  the  area  is  mainly“collrctod  and  transported  to  milk  factories 
where  it  is  pastouxisocl.  This  milk  is  tested  and  examined  on 
arrival  at  the  factories  by  the  laboratories  attached. 

During  the  year  samples  of  milk 
were  taken  from  retailers  and  producers  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  keeping  qualities . 
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PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  P3STS 

ACT,  1949.  Under  this  Act,  the  Local  Authority  is  responsible 
for  the  survey  of  the  whole  area  in  relation  to  infestation  by 
rats  and  nice.  These  duties  include  the  inspection  and  survey 
of  famlands  and  agricultural  undertakings.  It  is  to  be 
noted  that  in  relation  to  the  actual  work  on  agricultural 
holdings ,“that  the  dis -infestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Pest 
ControlTDopartrjont  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  • It  is  an  obligation  of  the  part  of  occupiers  of 
Lands  to  notify  the  Local  Authority  of  the  presence  of  vermin. 

This  is  an  unwieldy  procedure  and,  to  ny  rind,  could  be  simplified 
by  giving  the  Local  Authority  the" power  to  deal  with  agricultural 
land  in  the  sane  nannor  as  they  deal  with  other  public  and 
private  properties  within  the  area. 

The  work  of  surveying  and 
inspecting  the  district  has  boon  carried  out,  under  the 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

A- full-tiro  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  he  is-,  at  certain  tires  of  the  year,  assisted 
by  temporary  employees „ 

Thr  Sevier  systems  in  the  Local- 
Authority* s aroa  have,  in  accordance  with  thr  provisions  mado 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Pood,  boon  treated 
twice  during  the  year.  Those  maintenance  treatments  have 
beGn  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  surface  properties. 

This  area,  being  of  a rural 

character,  lias  necessitated  a close  watch  being  kept  on  tho 
infestation  of  river  tanks  and  culverts  near  villages.  The 
rofuso  tips  in  the  area  have  been  dealt  with  at  regular 
intervals  and  are  inspected  weekly  to  prevent  any  infestation 
occurring  or  remaining  on  the  So  lands.  This  work,'  on  refuse 
tips,  is  also  maintained  in  the  region  of  tho  Sow>.ge  Disposal 
Works  where  no  major  infestations  have  been  found  during  the 
past  year. 


During  the  year,  special  attention 
has  boon  paid  to  premises  where  food  is  stored  or  prepared  for 
human  consumption,  TheSo  premises  are  visited  regularly,  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  few  complaints  are  r^ceivod,  or 
evidence  found,- of  infestation  in  such  promise's.  The:  occupiers 
of  those  premises  arG  aware  of  the  damage  likely  to  be  caused 
by  rodent  infestation  and  have'  taken  groat  care  to  keep  their 
promises  in  a satisfactory  manner.
